It is urged 
that an investigation under tbe direction of 
the Secretary o£ the Treesitry would only 
result in a coat cf whitewash, so Congress 
il asked to do the work. 
Jt is charged i>y 


the petitioners ; 


"That th<< Carson Mtut has been the 


common 'fence' or depository of bullion 
stolen from llio shareholders of mines on 
the Coojstock loilo. 


"That the 
bullion 
wna stolen by a 


nefarious null ring, which controls and riic- 
tatea the 
Federal 
nppoinlnjents of thu 


State o( Nevada, including the officers of 
the r«rsotj Mint. 


"That the Mint officials so appoiuted by 


the powers inclnded in this mill ting are 
the willing tools of that ring, and prosti 
tnte their positions and the "Doited States 
Idiot at Carson to au"h base use as the mill 
ting demands: that T. H. Hofer, who is 
Chief Clerk and Acting Superintendent pf 
the Mint, is also tbe cashier of the Bullion 
bnd Exchange Bank of Carson City, and 
that the Mint and bank are worked to 
get her in harmony to cover the thieving ot 
the mill ring. 


"That the abstracts of the records of tho 


Mint which were furnished to the Mining 
Stock Association do not contain true de- 
scriptions of the bars ol bullion which were 
deposited in cr purchased by said Mint at 
certain dates. 


"Said abstracts were certified as correct 


copies of the record of the Mint by T. E. 
Hofer, and if said abstracts are untrue 
then they were falsified with malice afore- 
thought for the purpose of misleading the 
Mining Stock Association, and to binder 
and delay it in the prosecution of its search 
for the bullion stolen by the mill-ring 
thieves." 


Ugly rumors relating to crookedness in 


the Carson Mint h>xvobeeu afloat for years, 
It waa alleged th»t certain persons, not 
officers of tbe Mint, bad access to it at all 
hours, and th»t bullion was repeatedly 
taken to the Mint at night. 
Some years 


ago it pretence of iuveetigUiug some of the 
charges was made, and a certificate of good 
character given the 
officials. 
Recently 


rnmora of crookedness were revived and 
the evidence in the Halo & Norcrosa suit 
indicates that nil is not straight at tbe 
Mint. It is said that the Superintendent 
has not been in the Mint for months; tbat 
he spends his time in ?,ao Francisco, 
probably owing to ill health; atrl ihnt it is 
ran as au "annex" to the Car«ou bauk.
